Berlin is celebrating the fall of 
Liege. The German Emperor an- 
nounced through an aide-de-camp 
the success of the German arms in 
B Igium. Coincidently a Paris dis- 
patch says that the three German 
army corps which have been attack- 
ing Liege remain in their position, 
but that extensive movements of 
troops have been observed which it 
was presumed n e* r. that the Ger- 
mans intended an extensive attack 
on the Belgians before the arrival 
of French reinforcements. A Brus 
sels dispatch, probably of later date, 
reported that communication with 
Liege had been cut off. 

Paris officially reports that the 
French troops have entered Muel- 
hausen, Alsace-Lorraine, an impor- 
tant German stronghold and that 
they have occupied the village of 
Altkirch, in Alsace, near the Swiss 
frontier. 

British troops have landed at Os- 
tend. Calais and Dunkirk. Officially

Splendid Painting by Italian Artltt 
Lost for Three Centuries, Has 
Jutt Been Discovered. 

After having hf>rn loot for three* 
renturico. a VthtlMa picture !>v Ctfa> 
vairirio, the chief of the naturalist* in 
the Roman mImoI of painting, has 
lately hren discovered in Florenre 
Tnwnnl the end of the sixteenth een. 
Miry a certain Cardinal M Monte 
ordered from ( araviiggio, then in the 
height of his gnat popularity, tim e 
pictures, the "Head of Medusa." 
(which the owner jr uve to ( osiino 
del Medici as a wedding present, and 
wlm h is now in the 1'ffizi gallery of 
Florence) ; the powerful "Card Play- 
ers" (one of the canvases smuggled 
out of the Palazzo Sciarra in Home 
toward the end of the nineteenth 
century, and sold to Baron Roth- 
schild), nnd the picture in question, 
"Portraits of Six Youths Playing in 
Concert," which has been recognized 
in a remarkable way. From an old 
print by M Ceoehi it is known that 
the picture in the seventeenth cen- 
tury was in the gallery of the Cerre- 
tani, an ancient Florentine family 
now extinct, and it was not known 
what had become of it.

TREAT HOGS FOR PARALYSIS 

Unbalanced Ration, Inbreeding and 
Parasites Have Each In Turn Been 
Assigned as Cause.

Partial or complete paralysis of tn* 
hind \vgn of hogs Ik seen so oftan In 
swine herda that a rommon cause has 
been Buwpected but not definitely de- 
termined. 

Inbreeding, parnsltea and an un 
balanced ration, have each In turn 
been assigned as the probable causa 
of this particular form of paralysis, 
and now It Is quite generally attributed 
to a lark of phosphate of lime. This 
salt In a form that can be appropriated 
may be deficient In the ration or not 
properly appropriated by the tlsaues 
of the body, or again. It may be be- 
cause of a drain on the system for 
phosphates to nourish the growing 
fetus or the young afterbirth. 

It Is a well-known fact that there Is 
a deficiency of phosphate of lime In 
the bones and other tissue of pregnant 
animals and in those that are suckling; 
their young. This Is especially true of 
the bow. But thie condition la not

Tankage or Peruvian guano, 600 
pounds per acre; fine ground bone, 
1,000 pounds; low-grade sulphate of 
potash. 000 pounds; nitrate of soda, 
100 pounds. 

All these materials may be mixed, 
applied after plowing and before net- 
ting plants and thoroughly incorporate 
ed in the soil by harrowing. 

Dried blood, 200 pounds per acre; 
low-grade sulphate of potash, 600 
pounds tankage or Peruvian guano, 
C0U pounds; basic-slag, meal, 1,000 
pounds; nitrate of soda, 100 pounds. 

The slag is not mixed with the 
blood, tankage or guano, as It causes a 
loss of ammonia. It Is better to apply 
the slag by itself, but all of the others 
may be mixed before application.

GOOD HINTS ABOUT FENCING 



Of Importance to Note Shape of Fields 
Because It Has Much to Do With 
Material Needed. 

When building fences note the 
shape of the fields, because It has 
much to do with the amount of fencing 
and material required to inclose or re- 
construct it 

Thus: A square ten-acre field is 40 
rods each way, and will therefore need 
half a mile of fencing. 

A ten-acre field four times as long 
as wide Is 80x20 rods, and will conse- 
quently require 200 rods of fence, or 
40 rods more than before; so that a 
square field needs less fencing than an 
oblong one of the same size. This Is

Berlin —Emperor William opened 
the Imrerial Parlament Aug. 4. with 
an imiwtant speech from the throne 
of which the text was partly as fol- 
lows: 

"The world has been a witness of 
the indefatigable manner in which 
we stood in the front ranks during 
the worries and troubles of recent 
years in the endeavor to spare the 
nations of Europe from a war be- 
tween the great powers. 

"The greatest perils which had 
arisen owing to the events in the 
Balkans, have been overcome, but 
then the assassination of my friend, 
the Archduke Franz Ferdinand, op- 
ened a great abyss. 

"My ally, the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, was compelled to take up 
arms for the protection of his em- 
pire against the dangerous agitation 
existing in a neighboring state. 

"In pursuing its interests the Rus- 
sian Empire stepped in the w§y of 
Austria-Hungary. 

"Not only our duty. as an ally call- 
ed us to the side of Austria Hungary, 
but the great task was cast upon us 
at the same time with the ancient 
community of culture of the two 
empires, to protect our own position 
against the attack of unfriendly 
forces. 

'It was with a heavy heart that I 
was compelled to mobilize my army 
against a neighbor with whoso troops 
mine have fought side by side on so 
many fields of battle and with sin- 
cere regret I saw the breaking of a 
friendship to which Germany had 
been so faithful. 

The Imperial Russian Govern- 
ment giving to an insatiable nation- 
alism has stepped to the side of a 
state which through a criminal act 
had brought about the calamity of 
this war. 

"That France also placed her self 
on the side of our opponent was not 
surprising to us. Only too often 
had our efforts to bring about more 
friendly relations with the French 
republic had come into contact with 
the expression of old hopes and with 
long standing malice.

PROTECTION FOR WILD BIRDS 

By Imperial Decree They Are Guarded 

and Cared for Throughout the 
German Empire. 

The German war department ha* 

issued an order directing local com- 
manders to IN that wilil birds set- 
tling in the immediate neigliliorliood 
of Imrrneks and other military build- 
ings are protected. The emperor 
holds strong views on the subject, 
and the movement generally for the 
protection of hird life is hcing car- 
ried on under the imperial aegis. His 
great powers as supreme chief of the 
army notably are being employed hy 
him to BON hig end. T'nder cer- 
tain conditions, especially in the 
neighliorhood of army hospitals, mil- 
iary commanders are now instructed 
to reserve spaces, plant bushes, and, 
in some eases, to provide hanging 
nesting lioxes for the birds of. the 
neighborhood. 

To the kaiser's influence has also 
to be credited the policy which the 
Prussian railway administration baa 
been following for the last few years 
in planting embankments with 
sturdy bushes (chosen among the less 
inflammable varieties, for harboring 
birds' nests, while nests built in sta- 
tion buildings have long been con- 
sidered as practically under imperial 
and royal protection. Within the last 
twelve months the emperor has also 
completed the planting of a portion 
of the estate of bis castle at Telle, 
mitr Hanover, which is to be re- 
served as a "birds' paradise."

STORE MANURE FOR GARDENS 

Best PraotlM I* to Place Fertlllier In 
Obtcura Corner— Spade and 
Turn Frequently. 

A common practise Ih to manure th« 
garden every yomr. late In the fall, or 
br-fcre planting In the spring, no fur- 
ther uttenlion bflnjr given This prac- 
tlae, however, Is not the best. 

The manure for the garden should 
be kept In a large box with a lid, or so 
screened that Aim cannot enter It. 
Manure heaps are the natural breeding 
placea of these pests and If they are 
allowed to remain near the house, un- 
covered, will prove a grrut nuisance. 

A good plan is to use a very close 
wire screen, nailed to a frame with 
binges for the top. The manure should 
be spaded often on the top so that the 
water from the clouds or the sprin- 
kling pot may penurnte to all portions 
of it. 

If kept in a box a spout should be 
placed In one corner, at the bottom, so I 
that the water may drain into a sunken j 
barrel. 

This will supply liquid manure 
which can be used at all seasons when 
vegetables and flowers are growing. 

The manure in the box should be 
worked over once or twice a month, 
working the bottom to the top so that 
the entire heap may rot. 

Manure may be kept In this manner 
If the boxes are placed at the farthest 
point in the garden from the house, 
and If eurrounded with vines their 
presence will never be noticed from 
the dwelling. 

BAD WEED IN THE PASTURES 

Burdock Is Typical Back Yard Plant 
But Is Found in Fence Corners 
and All Waste Places. 

Durdock Is a biennial plant with a 
larpe, deep tap root. The leaves, 
which are large, are generally fuzzy 
beneath, and the le.-tf stock is hollow. 
The flrpt year the plant merely devel- 
ops a leaf and root ayatan. The sec- 
ond year the branched flowering stalk 
Is sent up, sometimes six feet high. 
At the ends of the brunches purple 
tipped flower burs are formed. The 
burdock is especially bad In sheep and 
horse pastures, as the burs get into 
the wool of the sheep and manes and 
tails of the horses. Burdock flowers 
In July and August and seeds in Sep- 
tember. It is a typical back yard 
weed, but Is found in fence corners 
and all waste places. 

Continued cutting will exhaust the 
plauts. and. In time exterminate them. 
The process may be hastened by cut- 
■tiug off deeply below the surface and
